Jackson,  a  ginner,  merchant 
and  farmer  in  Hill  County,  for¬ 
merly  was  president  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Cotton  Council  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  for  two  terms. 

He  was  the  only  president  of 
the  council  to  serve  as  director 
for  more  than  20  years.  He 
also  served  as  perennial  chair¬ 
man  of  the  American  Cotton 
Congress. 

Jackson,  a  native  of  Hillsboro, 
was  chosen  “World  Cotton’s 
Man  of  the  Year”  in  1960  by  the 
Cotton  Digest,  one  of  the  indus¬ 
try’s  publications.

Ike  Seeks  Tax 
Deduction  For 
Political  Donors 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Former 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhow¬ 
er  says  political  contributions 
should  be  made  tax  deductible 
so  that  political  parties  can  con¬ 
tinue  to  raise  their  own  funds 
through  voluntary  giving. 

Eisenhower  also  recommends 
a  ceiling  on  the  amount  any  one 
person  can  give,  based  on  a  per¬ 
centage  of  the  donor’s  adjusted 
net  income. 

Writing  in  the  January  issue 
of  Reader’s  Digest,  Eisenhower 
says  he  disagrees  with  propos¬ 
als  to  finance  presidential  cam¬ 
paigns  from  tax  money  and  also 
with  a  plan  to  allow  a  donor  to 
indicate  on  his  tax  return 
whether  he  wanted  $1  of  his 
payment  to  go  to  a  presidential 
election  campaign  fund. 

The  first  plan,  the  former 
president  says,  “applies  com¬ 
pulsion  to  political  giving.”  The 
second,  which  does  not  allow  the 
donor  to  designate  which  party 
he  wants  to  get  his  money, 
“removes  the  . . .  right  to  an  in¬ 
dication  of  party  preference,” 
Eisenhower  says. 

“I  feel  strongly  that  we  must 
continue  to  raise  political  funds 
through  voluntary  contributions 
based  on  choice,”  says  Eisen¬ 
hower. 

“And  there  is  a  simple,  entire¬ 
ly  ethical  step  . . .  that  would 
make  such  a  system  vastly 
more  workable:  a  revision  of 
our  income  tax  laws  to  permit 
the  taxpayer  to  treat  a  modest 
political  gift  ...  as  a  deduc- 

tion.”  „  , 

Eisenhower  says  “all  loop¬ 
holes  must  be  closed”  and  sug¬ 
gests  limiting  deductible  dona¬ 
tions  “to,  say,  one  per  cent  of 
the  donor’s  adjusted  net  in¬ 
come.”  ,  .  .. 

The  former  president  admits 

the  parties  might  get  less  mon¬ 
ey  from  contributions,  but  urges 
cutting  campaign  costs  and 
“all-out  community  campaigns 
to  bring  in  the  small  donations 

to  close  the  gap.  .  . 

Eisenhower  says  he  is  in  fa 
vor  of  proposals  to  eliminate 
ceilings  on  expenditures  which 
he  says  “are  so  low-now-as  to 
be  meaningless.” 

He  recommends  reliance  on 
“wide  disclosure  and  publicity 
to  police  our  system.0

The  Veteran’s  Building,  con¬ 
structed  in  1932,  was  one  of  sev¬ 
eral  in  San  Luis  Obispo  County 
closed  to  school  use  by  the 
supervisors  on  advice  of  deputy 
district  attorney  Scovil  Hubbard 
on  the  basis  that  under  the 
Field  Act  the  supervisors  as  a 
governing  board  would  be  per¬ 
sonally  responsible  for  injuries 
to  children  in  the  event  of  an 
earthquake  during  a  school 
sponsored  activity. 

Recent  legislation  has  made 
some  new  provisions  for  school 
districts.  AB  450  states  school 
buildings  constructed  before 
1933  must  be  structurally  in¬ 
spected,  and  if  they  do  not  meet 
state  codes  the  district  must  re¬ 
pair  or  replace  the  buildings  if 
funds  are  available. 

Alternative  action  may  be 
taken  under  SB  348  which  per¬ 
mits  a  governing  board  of  a 
school  district  to  levy  a  10-cent 
override  tax  without  an  election 
to  make  structural  repairs  to 
such  a  building  or  replace  it.

Bull  Is  Too  PopularTo  Be  Noticed

DUBLIN  (UPI)  -  The 
man  at  the  bar  said,  for 
emphasis,  “If  me  old  father 
was  alive  today,  he’d  turn 
in  his  grave  .  .  .” 

He  might  not  have  known 
it,  but  he  was  continuing 
a  great  Irish  tradition  that 
has  flourished  since  the 
days  of  King  Henry  VII. 

He  was  enriching  his  talk 
with  an  “Irish  bull.” 

The  Irish  bull  —  defined 
as  a  ludicrous  inconsistency 
or  self  -  contraditory  ex¬ 
pression  —  has  become  so 
much  part  of  everyday  lan¬ 
guage  it  is  seldom  even  no¬ 
ticed. 

These  inconsistencies  can 


be  found  in  every  language, 
but  the  Irish  excel. 

The  origin  of  the  expres¬ 
sion  has  been  traced  to  Ob- 
adiah  Bull,  an  Irish  lawyer 
who  practiced  in  London  in 
the  days  of  Henry  VII. 

Sir  Boyle’s  Art 
But  the  man  who  fathered 
more  famous  bulls  than  any 
other  was  Sir  Boyle  Roche, 
who  was  bom  in  1736  and 
who  once  asked  the  English 
Parliament:  “Why  should 
we  put  ourselves  out  for 
posterity;  what  has  posterity 
done  for  us?” 

Sir  Boyle  added  in  explan¬ 
ation:  “By  posterity,  sir,  I 
did  not  mean  our  ancestors 
but  those  who  come  imme¬ 
diately  after  them.” 


On  another  occasion  Sir 
Boyle  warned  that  a  mob 
might  break  into  Parlia¬ 
ment  “cut  us  to  mincemeat 
and  throw  our  bleeding 
hearts  on  the  table  to  stare 
us  in  the  face.” 

Another  Irish  lawmaker 
advised,  “The  best  way  to 
avoid  danger  is  to  meet  it 
head  on  .  . 

But  the  distinguishing 
mark  of  the  Irish  bull  is 
that  it  is  never  hurtful. 

Behind  its  absurdity, 
there  is  often  a  hidden 
truth  which  it  serves  to  em¬ 
phasize. 

Or,  as  someone  once  said, 
the  Irish  bull  is  always 
pregnant!

Fortune’s  conclusions  come 
from  a  staff  which  spent  three 
months  preparing  a  special  is¬ 
sue  on  “Business  and  the  Urban 
Crisis.” 

A  lot  of  encouraging  recent 
statistics  seem  to  have  gone  un¬ 
noticed,”  the  magazine  said. 

Here  are  some  of  its  findings: 

—Almost  30  per  cent  of  all  Ne¬ 
gro  families  now  earn  more 
than  $7,000  a  year.  The  median 
annual  income  of  nonwhite  fam¬ 
ilies  grew  by  about  one-third  to 
$4,600  between  1960  and  1966. 

—Only  about  3  per  cent  of 
married  Negro  men  over  20  are 
now  employed.  But  Negro  un¬ 
employment  still  runs  about 
twice  that  of  whites. 

—Only  about  one-tenth  of  the 
total  U.S.  Negro  population  now 
lives  in  areas  of  concentrated 
poverty. 

—Negroes  are  steadily  mov¬ 
ing  into  white-collar  occupations 
—professional,  managerial, 
clerical  and  sales— and  into  the 
more  skilled  blue-collar  jobs  as 
craftsmen  and  foremen.  In  1961, 
only  4.1  per  cent  of  the  coun¬ 
try’s  professional  and  technical 
jobs  were  held  by  Negroes.  By 
1966  the  figure  was  5.9  per  cent.

HOLLYWOOD  (AP)  -  The  ^ed  wth  ‘Bonnie  and  Clyde.’ 
western,  a  film  staple  ever 
since  “The  Great  Train  Rob¬ 
bery”  in  1903,  has  struck  one  of 
its  periodic  slumps. 

A  glance  at  the  production 
schedule  discloses  that  not  a 
single  western  is  being  filmed 
today,  and  few  are  planned  for 
next  year.  Where  have  they  all 
gone?  To  television,  and  such  il 
logical  locations  as  Italy  and 
Germany. 

Here’s  one  expert  who  sees 
hope  for  the  future:  Robert 
Kirsch,  a  film  buff  who  happens 
to  be  book  editor  of  the  Los  An¬ 
geles  Times.  He  has  also  served 
in  Hollywood,  having  been  story 
consultant  at  Universal  for  the 
Chrysler  Theater. 

“There’s  nothing  wrong  with 
the  western  that  a  brand-new 
look  at  the  medium  wouldn’t 
cure,”  observes  Kirsch.  “Pro¬ 
ducers  think  they  have  exhaust¬ 
ed  the  material,  but  that  is  only 
because  they  think  in  terms  of 
the  western  myth.

The  book  is  a  gold  mine  of  west¬ 
ern  lore,  and  Kirsch  hopes  pro¬ 
ducers  will  explore  it  for  film 
subjects.

Crews  Expand 
Perimeter  Of 
Navajo  Relief 

WINDOW  ROCK,  Ariz.  (UPI) 

—  Officials  today  moved  their 
relief  and  rescue  operations  to 
the  northern  and  central  parts 
of  the  Navajo  Indian  Reserva¬ 
tion,  most  of  which  was  buried 
by  up  to  three  feet  of  snow  in 
last  week’s  eight-day  storm. 

Volunteer  workers  spent  most 
of  Christmas  Day  in  a  success¬ 
ful  effort  to  return  a  semblance 
of  normalcy  to  the  southwest¬ 
ern  part  of  the  huge  reserva¬ 
tion,  clearing  roadways,  airlift¬ 
ing  hay  to  livestock  and  evacu¬ 
ating  medical  cases. 

The  area  including  Tuba  City, 
Ariz.,  was  not  as  hard  hit  as 
other  parts  of  the  reservation 
and  officials  expressed  the  opin¬ 
ion  it  now  had  been  dug  out  suf¬ 
ficiently  and  operations  could 
be  switched  to  other  areas. 


‘It’s  all  in  public  domain,  so 
the  material  is  available  to  any¬ 
one,”  he  said.  “I  think  film 
makers  could  find  good  mate-! 
rial  for  the  neowestem  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  history,  which  has  been 
too  long  neglected  by  films. 

'Oh,  there  have  been  pictures 
that  were  supposed  to  portray! 
early  California.  They  made 
‘The  Mark  of  Zorro,’  but  it  bore 
little  relationship  to  what  hap¬ 
pened  here.  Also  ‘Ramona,  but 
the  real  story  of  Ramona  hasn’t 
been  told.  Nor  has  that  of  John 
Sutter,  a  Swiss  who  tried  to  set 
up  a  feudal  barony  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  only  to  have  it  ruined  by 
the  discovery  of  gold.” 

Kirsch  rattled  off  a  number  of1 
potential  subjects  that  have 
been  virtually  untouched:  The 
vigilantes;  the  role  of  California 
in  the  Civil  War;  the  California  j 
Indians;  cattle  wars,  etc. 

“Everything  that  has  hap-i 
pened  in  California  is  a  projec-  i 
tion  of  America,”  said  Kirsch. 
“The  gold  rush  was  merely  the 
Horatio  Alger  story  played  on  a 
grand  scale,  with  men  seeking 
quick  riches  and  adventure. 
Whatever  America  has  had, 
California  has  known  in  greater 
degree— for  better  or  worse.”

QUESTION:  Is  the  serval  an  animal  of  prey  or  a  vege¬

ANSWER:  The  serval  of  the  South  African  forests  is  a 
strange-looking  creature.  Its  long,  high  neck  and  slender  legs 
rather  suggest  an  antelope.  But  the  sloping  back  and  shorter 
hind  legs  remind  one  of  the  wolf-like  animal  called  the  hyena. 
The  serval  is  not  a  vegetarian  antelope  or  a  member  of  the 
wolf  family.  It  is  a  cat.  Look  carefully  at  its  head  and  you  will 
realize  this.  We  think  of  all  cats  as  looking  like  our  domestic 
cat  (upper  left),  but  our  tabby  is  only  one  member  of  the 
large  cat  family.  Our  cats  are  thought  to  have  descended 
from  the  wildcats  of  Libya  which  they  closely  resemble.  The 
early  Egyptians  tamed  these  wildcats  in  order  to  keep  down 
the  mice  which  were  eating  their  grain.  Our  artist  has  imag¬ 
inatively  shown  a  domestic  tabby  wondering  why  more  wild¬ 
cats  don’t  enjoy  the  comforts  of  living  with  mankind.  The 
European  wildcat  is  said  to  have  been  crossed  with  the  tame 
Egyptian  cat,  the  combination  producing  the  cats  of  today.
